THE TELESIS SCHOOLS 


This was the beginning of the 
Telesis School System，the first 
alternative school system for the 
Chinese community. 

“Telesis”was chosen because its 
meaning-in Latin depicted almost 
exactly the aims of the schools: 
“intelligent direction of natural 
and social forces to a desired endi 
progress,， intelligently planned and 
directed.” 

In its latest census，the Telesis 
School System had nearly 800 
children enrolled at three loca- 
tions in Chinatown，Nam 开 ue (a 
Chinese language school in the 
evenings)，the Chinese Methodist 
Church，and the Chinese Benevo- 
lent Association. 

Within three weeks,， parents had 
organized a fund-raising drive for 
the schools，classrooms were 
found, teachers either volunteered 
or were hired (although initially 
they had to work for free)，text- 
books were gathered together, and 
nearly 2,000 students were regis-

Asian-Americans affirmed the his- 
toric decision to create a National 
Asian Presbyterian Caucus to“as- 
sure the full selfhood and cultural 
integrity of our Particular heri- 
tage” at the St， Helena，Calif.， 
conference grounds March 16-20. 

For the first time within the 
United Presbyterian Church,， USA 
denomination，Chinese (32)，Fili- 
pinos (22)，Indonesians (2)，Japa- 
nese (39)，and 开 oreans (17) met 
under one roof to share common 
COmCerns. 

The Statement of Concern 
adopted by the National Asian 
Presbyterian Caucus pointed omut 
the subtle and overt racial dis- 
crimination in America's history， 
which has caused “oss of self- 
hood” for the Asian-Americans，.

Presidents set the tone in many 
fields. 了 ducation is one field that 
certainly is no exception. Presi- 
dent Johnson wanted to be known 
as the “Educational President.” 
To do this，he made categorical 
aid 一 mmoney for specific programs 
一 part of his strategy. Categorical 
aid was a conyenient tool to keep 
various groups satisfied. Under 
Johnson, some 75 educational pro- 
gramsS were_ either created or car- 
ried on.Most money went directly 
to state departments of education， 
thereby making those departments 
more powerful. 

The main exception to this situ- 
ation was the Elementary and Sec- 
ondary 卫 ducational Act (ESEA)， 
Title I, which allowed some HEW- 
local dealings to take place with- 
out state _ departments of educa- 
tion acting as intermediaries. 

One major outcome of Jobn- 
son'"s educational policies was con- 
fusion. Since there were so many 
Programs and since there was al- 
most no coordination among 
them，no one knew what any 
other was-doing. For their part， 
the state _ departments of educa- 
tion did an effective job of in- 
equitably distributing funds they 
had received from the federal gov- 
crnment. 

President Nixzon，on the other 


;hand，has attempted to fuse' pro- 


gams and the administration of 
them. Revenue sharing was a term 
used by Nixon not too long ago. 
Revenue sharing is a form of 
grant consolidation whereby cate- 
gorical aid is grouped into general 
categories. Good as this may seem， 
many sins can be hidden under 
consolidation. In the fieldq of for- 
eign affairs, the combining of mili- 
tary funds with foreign aid makes 
让 all too easy for most funds allo- 
cated to them to end up more 
with the military end of the Pack- 
age than with the foreign aid end. 


In the same way，there is an at-- 


tempt now to combine funds for 
reading and for bilingual educa- 
tion under one package. If this 
happens，more than likely the bi- 
lingual education component 
would come out on the short end， 
Simply because it does not com- 
mand popularity with funds - 
keepers as Itich as reading does. 


Ioncy even harder to come by. 下 
Asians have had a_ difficult time 
getting their fair share under bi- 
lingual categorical aid, more than 
likely they :will have an even 
harder time getting needed funds 
under revenue sharing. 

Basically,， revenue sharing would 
be effective 让 the states would 
agree on taking up their intra-state 
roles Inore proficiently。Nixon， 
however，has not been eager to 
add guidelines for such roles. 

Nixon has also been intent on 
shifting power away from the Of- 
fice of 了 ducation by 全 ving men 
such as Moynihan power formerly 
vested with the OPE. Putting the 
Qffice of Budget Management over 
the Office of Education was an- 
other way in which Nixon has 
eroded the influence of education . 
It would seem，then，that educa- 
tion does not hold as high a pri- 
ority with Nixon as it did with 
Johnson. 

One lesson for Asian-Americans 
is that simice federal and state edu- 
cational Systems are increasingly 
having more influence over local 
educational systerms，Pperhaps 
Asian-Americans oughbt to spend 
more time Pressuring those federal 
and state educational Systems. 
Politically astute Asian-American 
educators are in short Supply. TIhe 
few that there are can maximize 
their effectiveness by making in- 
puts into federal and state educa- 
tional systems instead of，as js 
often the case, uselessly expending 
all their_ efforts on local school 
Systems that are not only losing 
what little_ influence they have 


.left，bnut are also insensitive to

Ching Ming 清 明 means “clear 
and，bright.” It symbolizes the 
warm weather that follows the 
cold wind and snow. 再 owever 计 
also indicates the time for spring 
ploughing. Usually Ching” Ming 
falls on April 6 (during leap year， 
it falls on April 5).

“weeping the tombs”is an im- 
portant aspect in Chinese culture. 
It is away for the Chinese to show 
respect towards. thbeir ancestors， 
The time to sweep the tombs'is， 
filexible since many People may 
have to work on that day，while 
some others may live too far away 
位 om the woods for them to make 
the journey there. .Usually，the 
Sweeping of the tombs takes place 
three days before Ching Ming or 
four days after Ching Ming. In 
Certain cases，the ceremony may 
last for as long as 30 days. 


In preparation for the ceremomny，::- 


thorny bushes and weeds are re- 
moved from the tombs and words 
are repainted on the tombstones. 
The ceremony commences at the 
gravesite with the display of food 
such as chicken,， roast duck， roast 
Pig，sugar cane, mandarin oranges， 
rice, wine and tea. Members of the 
family bow to show their respect 
to their ancestors. Then wine and 
tea are poured around the graves 
followed by the scattering of rice 
to symbolize having numerous de- 
scendants. This procedure is then 
followed by the burning of mock 
money so that their ancestors will 
have enough to spend.

When they fly 
these kites，they beat drums and 
gongs. The Chinese prefer to fly 
their kites before the Ghing Ming 
Festival actually begins.

most favorable for 人 flying kites at 
this time. After the Ching Ming 
Festival，the weather is less pre- 
dictable and the windqd may blow 
irregularly. 

Many different kinds of kites are 
made. The kites resemble dragons， 
butterflies， crabs， fish， falcons， 
Pretty girls，etc. Sometimes some 
people attach a light to their kites 
in order to fly them at night and 
they may hold contests.
